jas become B groat industry in Bulgaria 
and has boon taken up on a1 largo sculo in 
Scrmauy. 
Wo havo all boon accustomed 


o connect tho fabrication ot ntcar of roses 
with Persia and Syria, and oven now In- 
lln and Constantinople furnish probably 
,ho Inrgost mnrkots for 1C, but although 
.heart ot making It was discovered in 
Persia tho manufacture has now nearly or. 
quito died out, and the editor of tho busi- 
ness is now tho country about Ivaznnlib, 
on tho south slopo of tho Balkans, closo to 
tho Shipkr., or Wild Rose pass famous m 
tho history of theKiisso-Tnrklshwiir. The 
rose growing belt is situated ne an average 
nltitudo o£ 1,000 icot nbovotho sea and ox- 
tends to a length ol about 70 miles, w th 
nn average breadth o£ ton miles. 
On this 


croundureproduced annually from J.OOO,- 
000 000 to 0,000,000,000 rose blossoms 


Tho number o£ varieties cultivated is 


vorv smiill. Ninety per cont of all tlio 
blossoms aro taken from a bushy variety o£ 
tho itosa daniasoena, or damask rose, 
known to ouv gardeners mainly as the an- 
cestor from which tho infinite variety ot 
hybrid perpetual roses derive n largo part 
of thoir blood.

Tlasi<Ti as nn -urt critic, says,' "Life 


without industry is .guilt, 'and Industry 
without art is brutality." But tho brutal 
man is imraoral. Hence it would follow 
that art is a moralizing; force. In what 
way may it bo regarded as n, moral leycr 
in a, materialistic a£C? Mr. Euskin, with 
other social reformers of the day, speaks 
again and again of the need of aioro integ- 
rity and. simplicity in modern life, tie . 
also points to simplicity aud siuccrlty and 
truth to nature as tho first requisites of 
trno art and recommends them both to 
artists aud art students. Bat are simplici- 
ty and sincerity the characteristics ot an 
ace which begins to take a deeper interest 
in art, so that tho latter becomes actually 
an important ethical factor In tho refining 
process of society? 


Art has mostly nourished in tho midst 


of a corrupt society, the product itself of a 
pcrshirg civilization, reflecting in its later 
developments a contemporaneous degon- 
cracy in mind and movals. This is simply 
a historical commonplace. Mr. KnsKin 
replies after this manner: Tracing tho 
rise progress and decline of high civiliza- 
tion, ho speaks of a period bearing strong 
resemblance to the times we live in, when 
•'conscience and intellect are so highly ac- 
veloped that now forms of error begin in 
tho inability to fulfill tho demands of th« 
one or to answer the doubts ot tho other.

Tho settlement between Jnpan

China, which opens up a prospect of on- 
Jargod trndo with tho 300,000,000 people 
of China, is expected to havo a marked 
effect upon tho prico ot silver.

producing country, comparatively little 
silver circulates among the people. 


Tiioir business is mostly done with cop- 


POT cash, and it will bo a long timo before 
silvor comes into common circulation. 


China will have to establish a silvor 


coinage iu tho first place-, and tho people 
will have to ioaru to uso nnd appreciate 
it. No doubt increasing civilization will 
call for increased amounts of silvcr.antl if 
manufacturing industries aro established 
in China silver will c-cjnu into general cir- 
culation. 


It would certainly bo a world-benefit if 


silvor should appreciate through the new 
conditions in tlio oast.

MIXING OF FERTILIZER. 


Wlien anil How It May Be rmotlcoil ty 


>-ftrm«rH tvt Homo. 


' A study of the fertiliser market shows 
that n, saving of 10 to 33 par cent may 
bo mnclo iu tho purch.i-.so of fertilizing 
materials by buying Jit wholesale and. 
taking aclviuitnpo of low markets. In tho 
homo mixing of fcvtilim-s tliero is a 
"rent chiuieo for saving. A common nr- 
OTmout against I'.ouio mixing is thut 
tho mechanical cuudJtion of tho fertili- 
zers will not bo equal to that of commer- 
cial brauils. This need not bo so, for by 
tho vifio of n. screen home mixtures may 
bo mailo fine enough to uso in any plant- 
er. Somo core, however, shonld bo taken 
'that there bo u sufficient proportion of 
well dried materials like Wood, tankage 
or fuio ground bono, to mako tho mix- 
ture dry enough so that it will not hold 
wether when pressed within tho hand. 
AVhero mncli nitrate of soda is used, tho 
mixing should bo douo but a fow clays 
'before wanted for nso, us the nitrato has 
a tendency to absorb moisture. 


Tho iiilvimtagps of homo mixing are: 


J. A considerable savins from tho prices 
of commercial brands may bo mado by 
buyiug tho chemical:;. 2. Tho mixture 
can bo suited to tlio crop to bo grown. 
3. Tho peculiarities of. particular soils 
maybe considered in preparingtho mix- 
tures. 4. A saving in freight by using 
concentrated materials. 


The fanner should study tho needs 


of his d-op.'iucHlio deficiencies of his soil 
to the name extent that ho studies the 
needs of his form animals. Fertilizers 
should 1* used to supplement tho stablo 
manures. Except in special cases their 
•use in this way is more economical than 
if used alone." Tho fact that good stablo 
manure supplies considerable nitrogen, 
should point out the need of economiz- 
ing on this particular element whero 
both stablo manure and fertilizers aro to 
be used.

C-.ittluK rotftto Seed. 


We do not approve of using small po- 


tatoes for seed. Neither do we approve 
of using one oyo pieces. It seems to us 
•that what is needed is to give the sttirt- 
Mig shoots sufficient nourishment from 


bolt, tho food for stock can be raised at 
a, mere nominal cost. Nearly one-hall 
of the crop should be used for feeding 
tlio cattle grain and preserved for win- 
ter feeding in tho silo. If the corn m 
the grain does not sell at a profit tuo cat- 
tle will, and rather than ship tho gram 
to market at a loss it is bettor to m- 
crcaso tho stock and feed tho gram to 
them. This is tho only sensible now 
that any fanner can take. During tho 
past season farmers, for tho want of 
ready money, havo sold corn that would 
not not them a dollar in profit. But il 
cattle had boon fed with tho gram tlio 
ready money would havo been obtained, 
and moro of it. Wheat atld com can bo 
used in other ways than selling to the 
mai-kctman. Tho low prico of wheat 
this season has taught runny a good les- 
son, and it is to be hoped that corn 
growers will sco a light for thorn in tho 
some experience. Corn must bo raised 
for tho silo more thau it has in the past. 
and now is a good timo to begin it. 
There is money iu ensilage corn and in 
green, corn fodder if wo can only study 
the situation so as to seo it. 


Irrigation of Vegetables. 


Always apply water to tlio vegetables 


in the evening its tho snu is going down. 
After each irrigation the soil should be 
•stirred with <v boo, or, better still, you 
may get a small hand cultivator run- 
ning on a wheel and which con be 
bouMit for about $-1. It is quicker and 
docs better work than a hoo and can bo 
set to plow, cultivate or weed between 
tho rows.

Large plants 
will, as a rule, not- need water whenev- 
er tho soil is wet en nigh six inches deep 
to roll up with your hands into a ball,' 
but for small seedlings or newly trans- 
planted vegetables tho surface must bo 
kept moist.

In very arid climates it is 11 good 


plan, whenever a bod is sown with 
seeds, to cover it with straw, brnsn or 
hay, so as to prevent evaporation. Oi 
course tho covering must bo removed as 
soon as tho seeds aro well up. or they 
will grow wwik'nnd spindly for lucit Ox 
li"ht and air. Tho covering is'also use- 
ful as a protection for radishes, li-ttiice, 
peas and other vegetables that may bo 
sown extra early. Whether tho water 
should bo applied to tho bods by the 
flooding or by tlio furrow system de- 
pends upon vho variety of vegetables 
cultivated and tho quality of tho soil. 
Where the soil is light and contains 
plenty of manure or vegetable Iranras, a 
writer in Tho Imtf.ition Ago says that 
tho bust results aro obtained by .leaving 
the beds flat and just running water 
over them. Tliero are, however, many 
crops, such as potatoes and strawberries, 
which need to be grown in furrows.

lazy man by any manner of means and in
